The Story of a Great Catastrophe,

“Oh, that T had never sech the lsland
of Martinique !" With these words
Frank R. Roberson introduced one of
the Anest lectures ever hoard upon the
rostrum of Assembly hall, and before
ho finished tho tale of St. Plerre’s awlul
doom, bhis hearers fully understood the
meaning of hls opening words, Mr.
Roberson was a member of the commis-
elon appolnted by Presldent Roosevelt
to oarry food and offerings of the Amor-
lenn publie to the people of Martinique
alter the volennie eruption of Mt. Peleo
Inst year, and in his lecture he described
what he saw with his own eyes, Hlus-
teating it with dissolving photographio
views taken upon the spor, When on
the sen bound for Martinique, Mr. Rob-
erson's ship put Into the harber of St
Thomas, in the Danish West Indies,
and the leoturer took occasion to show
n fow not very desirable specimens of
theso people who may soma day be fel-
low Amerlean eltizens,

When the party finnlly arrived at
Martinlque and cast anchor In the har-
hor of Fort de France, which is fourteen
and one-holf miles from Mt, Pelee, the
ship was surrounded by boats manned
by vegroes, Supposing them to be fum-
ished refugevs the Amerloans offered
them food, but to their surprise the na-
tves replled by offering to sell the
retlief expedition all the food they want-
ol nt threo times the regular price.
This was nfterward explained by the
fuct that of the people of Bt. Plerre,
who would naturslly be destitute, hard-
ly one was left alive. . From Fort de
France the party went to St. Plerre,
the scene of the catastrophe.

Here the lecturer called attention to
the Island's distioction df being the
birthplace of Josephineg, who afterward
becume the wife of Napoleon the Great.
Hor teagie life lent & melancholy ntar-
o8t 1o these scenes of her ohildhood.

A scone was thrown showing the
benutiful elty of St Plerre nestling be-
side the rugged hills and shadowed by
the gloomy peak of Peles four and one-
halfl miles awny. This clty, surrounded
by the most luxuriant tropleal soenery
in the world, was also reputed as the
gayest and most immoral spot on the
face of the earth. Without a moment's
warning, like the erack of doom, Mt
Pelee exploded and thirty-one thousand
peoplo ware killed In the twinkling of
un eye.  Bo terrific was the report that
it was heard from four to six hundred
miles away. Ina succession of seones
Mr. Roberson showed the fearful desola-
tion that was wrought. Graves wore
lnld open, the skeletons brought to
light, Long streets once prosperous
with business, now nothing but heaps
of seattered stone and brick., The dead,
abounding everywhere, decaying uoder
the hot sun, had to be put In plles and
burnt. Nothing but ruin, desolation
and death. Of the thousands there,
but one man, & murderar in & dungeon,
osoaped instant death and he, at sight
of the awful ruins, went mad, In con-
oluding the leeturer desoribed his owu
thrilling escape from death when st
tempting to seale Mt, Pelee, A sudden
shower of lava came down upon them,
they ran for the ocean's edge, jumped
In and finally reached thelr boat, but
not until badly burned. The last seene—
u colored pleture of Mt, Peles In erup-
tlon—with its lurid flames and rolllog
smoke thrown heaven high, the de-
soription of its terrible rumble and roar
und the memory of the ruin It had
wrought, indelibly fixed upon the aud-
fence the only name fittlng it, in its
truest and most awlul sense, a veritable
hell upon earth,
